thiopis, befoze the Babylonians had any perfect ſight theres 
in, The Gretians neither receiued the knowledge of Aﬀtrolos 
Sieofche-Echiopiansno2 Egiptians:But Orpheus the ſonne 
of Zagar and Catliope, was there firſt Dchoolemaifter , who 
cought themna plaine way but in darke pzoblemes aud miltes 
ries: fozhe iullecucedcercaine Fealtescalled Orgia: wherein 
vpon his.Parpehe deliuered chem tn Sounecs the piinciples 
of Altrologie, Farthermoze, by his Harpe which had ſeuen 
frings,he didrepreſencthe conſent of the moueable Dtarres: 
which when be did r{3ehe did attercome allchings,and moo» 
ued both Scones, Birds and Bealtes. The Poets bythis ſig» 
nifted his great ſkill andinduſtrie in Pulicke:#+ the Gretians 
willing to honour him,appotntedhim a place inthe Heauens, 
wherein afewe Starres being contoyned in one circle ts cal- 
led Orpheus Harpe: ſo that if euer you ſhall ſee Orpheus ets 
ther carued in a Dtone,o2 painted out in colours, he ſitteth in 
the mi>de[l like a Pulicio holding a Parp inhis hand, # abouc 
him a great multitude of creatures, amongſt which there is a 
man,a Ball,and a Lyon,rep2eſenting that part ofthe Zodiack 
nereſtvato the which he doth app2oach, Jt ts repozted alſo chat

the middeſt of the Planets, and gaue light cothe reſt: of his mas 
tion,and ſwiftnefſe,and of his peculiar vertues aud pzoperties, 
Ott made him Ring and honoured him greats 
ly. The like J ſuppole of Bcllerophon , who J thinke did noc

ride on a winged hoſe, but being { kilfull in this Science, was 
contemplating daplie among the Scarres,ſo that he aſcended 
into heauen, not by a fiping hozle, but by a wile and conctiuing 
minde, The ſame isto be thought of Phrixus, the ſonne of A- 
thamantes, whom the }Ioets repozt was cariedvp & downe in 
the Ayze vpon a Ramme , Aud as fo2 Dedalus the Athemuan, 
JT eſteeme him co be a perfect Altrologer,in which Science he 
greatly ercelledin his time , and infkructedhis ſonne therein, 
But Icarus tickled fozward with the heate of pouth , and true 
ting tomuch in his vaperfece ſkill,began at the firſt to ſearch 
the deapthof Aſtrolocie , and to wade ſo farre in the intricate 
miſteries thereof, that climing to hie he erred from the truth,

Furthcrmoze,neither div 
Jupiter caſtSaturne ints boudes,nozthzowe him headlong iny 
to hell , no) offer him theſe vnnaturall injuries which the 190s 
ecs faine , But Saturne is very flowe and dullin his motion, 
and is farre remooued from our Horizon , ſo that his motion 
may hervly bee marked of moztallmen : and foz chis cauſe is 
ſaydtoffand as thonghbound in chaines, But whoſo narrows / 
Iy conſiverech the ſacred and miſfficall verſes of Homer auv 
Hefod , hall inde their fictions did tende tothe diſcoucric of 
Afkrolozic , Foz where as he teilcth ofthe chatne of Iupiter,

© Fnthis Countrieof Scithia there raigned a Ringnotlong - 


Cince called Euandrus, who byhis nacurall inclination was 
wholp advictedvntomarttzllp}oweſe, taking ſuch velighe in 
blooddie warsand cruell Skirmiſhes, as ht thought himlelfe 
vnfoxtunate,when eicherhis enimies foz feare,o2 he foz want of 
ſomc tulf occaſion, was dyinen toliue in vawillingquiet, This 
Euadrus had ſuch happy ſucceſle in his attempts, as by hts bas 
lour & courage,he had made a conqueſt of all the kingdoms ads 
tacenttahisvomintons, Libia onely excepted;which was poſs 
fed by acruell #merctlefſe Tyzant named Charaxes, who ſces 


Euandrus : thoughtghat after great calmes, would enſue lits 
tle Cornes,that low ebbes followed hie tydes, & that foztune, 
aftcr ſo many ſweete fauours, couldnot but ewe ſome ſoawer 


frowncs : wh:rcupon he leuted a mightie Yoalt , and made a.

ing that foxtune without any checke , had long time fatourey \

ſuddayne inuaſion into the boders of Scithia, burning and 
ſpoyling all the countreyp, thinking by his deſperate actempe, 
to make the king ſhzinke andſeeke foz Truce, But the cuenc 
fell out ccaurarie tohis expectation, Foz Euandrus hearing 
howe Charaxes had attempted the Conqueſt of his Coun- 
trie, gathered a greate Armie , to the numbcrofahandzcch 
and fiftie thouſand Footemen, and fower thouſand Hozſe- 
mien, manfullymarchingfozwarde ; todefend his Countrie, 
and withſtand the fozce of his inturiusenemie. TUherein Foz 
tune not willing at this time to giuehim the foyle,ſhewedhim

and che Libians hoping fo2 no mercie if chey remapnedvan- 
quiſhed ; The combat continuing ſill youbtfull, cill the two 
Bothers Romphanus and Freſtynus met, betweens whom 
there was a moztall combat: at laſt Freſtynus feeling himſelfe - 
in ſome perri[,redoubled his ſtrength and lewe Romphanus: 
whono ſooner was dead but hts Soldiours began to faint any 
co flee : whereupon the Libians purſued them ſo faſt,that thep 
made amonftrous maſſacre , leauing of all the Armie fewe oz 
none altue,Conſtrapned atlaft by the appzoching of the night 
to rety2e 2 the Libians went home to their Tents with great 
fope andtriumph : Amongſt whom went Freſtynus ag a wozs 
thie Conquerour,iovfull fo2 ſo happte a Conqueſt, TAcll, the 
Soldiours banquetting and making chere foz their good ſuc» 
ceſſe:Charaxes & Freltynus ſupped together as good frends, 
and departed not while late in the nighe , But vpou che nere 
moming Charaxes being earcly vp,came into Freſtynus tent, 
accompanied with diuers ofhis Nobles, whomhe found fat a _ 
flzepe in his bed,and dzawing out his arming ſw22de,withoue ,
